A cry of police persecution was set 
up at headquarters last night, when 
May Warren, a woman summoned to 
appear before the grand jury today to 
testify to alleged graft and corruption 
in the police department, was arrested 
by Plainclothes Policemen Whelchel 
and Palmer. 

The charge against her was “being 
a lewd woman on the streets at night.” 
She was arrested about 9 o'clock on 
Walton street, near Broad. Bond of 
$25.75 was assessed. She told a re- 
porter The Constitution that the 
only way in which she could account 
for her arrest was that “the police- 
men did it from force of habit, having 
arrested her so frequently befcre.” 

She was asked if she attributed her 
arrest to her voluntary offer to expose 
alleged police conditions at today’s 
session of the jury. 

“Wait until then to find out,” 
her answer. 

She was defiant in her 
awaiting bond, which she obtained 
from a professional bondsman Her 
arrest created a stir at headquarters, 
due to her connection with the vice 
investigation now in progress. 

She had a private conference with 
Foreman W. Woods White Saturday 
afternoon, in which she is said to have 
furnighed him with the names of at 
least a dozen operators of assignation 
houses. She is also reported to have 
given instances of protection in the po- 
lice department. Neither she nor Mr. 
White, however, would discuss the sub- 
ject for publication. 

She is expected to be one of the first 
witnesses summoned this morning 
when the jury resumes at 10 o'clock.

BLOODY BATTLES 


ON EASTERN WING 
OF FIGHTING LINE 


Germans Repulsed With 
Heavy Losses at St. Die. | 
Borders of Alsace and Lor- 
raine Also Feel Shock. 


From the Battle Front. Cctober 13.- 
(Via Paris, October 19.—12:06 a. 
What in previous wars would 
been called great battles were fought 
today on ths eastern wing of the 
fighting line stretcning from the Bel- 
gian coast to Switzerland. In this 
great battle of nations, mowever, these 
fights are regarded inerely as inci- 
dents. Fighting always has been of 
the most fierce nature in this district 
owing to the strenuous efforts of the 
Germans to obtain possession of the 
strong fortresses of Verdun, Toul and 
Epinal to open a way from Metz into 
France. 

Repulse for the Germans. 

Saint Die, on the Murthe, 32 
northeast of Epinal, was the center 
of today’s attacks, which resulted in 
a repulse for the Germans with heavy 
casualties. The borders of both Al- 
sace and Lorraine also felt the shock 
of the battle and in the Vosges the 
famous French Alpine regiments were 
in contact with German columns. The 
mountaineers continually Keep’ the 
Germans busy by utilizing their re- 
markable mountain guns and baffling 
their efforts to displace them. 

Their greatest achievement in the 
recent operations was the cutting of 
railroad communication between Col- 
mar, capital of Upper Alsace, and 
Muelhausen, Prussia, thereby increas- 
ing the difficulties of the Germans in 
sending their wounded to the rear and 
bringing up supplies. 

The Germans have brought ten-inch

Allies Repulse All German Assaults 
And Make Very Perceptible Advance 


Paris, October 18.—The official com- 
munication issued by the French war 
office tonight says: 

“During the course of last night two 
violent attacks were attempted by the 
Germans to the north and east of Saint 
Die. These were repulsed with serious 
losses to the enemy. 

“No other report of any 
has yet been réceived on 
tions of the day.” 

The following statement 
in the afternoon: 

“In Belgium, the Belgian army has 
vigorously repulsed several attacks di- 
rected by the Germans again at the 
crossings of the river Yser. 

“On our left wing, to the north of 
La Bassee canal, the allied troops have 
occupied ground in front of Givenchy 
and Fromelles and retaken Armen- 
tieres. 

“To the north of Arras Saturday was 
marked by preceptible advance on our 
part. 

Between the region of Arras and the 
Oise we have made slight progress at 
certain points.

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LL ZEPPELINS 
INVADE BRITAIN? 


That Is the Question on 
Lips of People of United 
Kingdom—Nervousness Is 
Apparent Among People. 


London, Oct. 18.—‘‘Will England be 
invaded by air?” This is the question 
now on the lips of the people of this 
country since the arrival of the Ger- 
man hosts in proximity to the English 
shores. It would be wrong to say 
that a panic prevails, but an anti- 
German outbreak at Deptford, the ac- 
tivity of the authorities regarding 
Austrian and German residents who 
hitherto have been regarded as harm- 
less, and the reports of raids on Ger- 
man-owned factories indicate a cer- 
tain nervousness which easily may de- 
velop into more serious outbursts of 
popular feeling. 

There is no doubt that the Germans 
have planned to reach London ¢by 
means of airships and aeroplanes. They 
have boasted that their 75 Zeppelins 
will suffice to “lay eggs on London,” 
but the opinion of English aviation ex- 
perts and airmen who are now patroll- 
ing the sky is that any such enterprise 
will fail. 

Invention to Stop Zeppelins. 

It is stated by a Sunday paper, The 
People, that the government is in po- 
session of a new invention, a bullet 
which can be fired from an ordinary 
rifle and which, immediately it striges 
an airship, sets the gas on fire. The 
invention can be ‘applied to maxims 
and other guns as easily as it can to 
a rifle. 

Hiram Maxim, the inventor, in a 
Statement today, said he had no fears 
of the result of a Zeppelin raid, es- 
pecially in view of the nature of the 
weather to be expected this winter. He 
is convinced, he said, that it would 
cost the Germans more than $5,000,000 
to destroy property valued at half that 
amount in London by means of Zep- 
pelins. In order to accurately hurl 
their bombs they would be compelled 
to descend to an altitude at which 
they would be within range of guns. 
A raid by Zeppelins or aeroplanes 
might be annoying, Mr. Maxim said, 
and might result in the killing of a 
few innocent persons, but an air 
bombardment would be an extremely 
feeble affair.

London, October 18.—Anti-German ri- 
oting in London last night seems to 
have been more general than first 
supposed. Twenty shops were wreck- 
ed. Damage was done in Deptford bor- 
ough and in Old Kent road. In the 
former district several stores were at- 
tacked and one was fired. In Old 
Kent road meat markets were smashed 
and a confectionery story wrecked. 
Some of the shops were pillaged. 

Police were called out and twenty 
persons arrested. 

Great excitement prevailed through- 
out Sunday in Deptford and neighbor- 
ing boroughs. Crowds in the streets 
refused to move at orders of policemen 
and soldiers. 

Twenty bakeries, butcher shops and 
saloons were completely wrecked. Ri- 
oters threatened to attack German 
places in Bromley and other boroughs 
if they were permitted t@ open. 

The rioting was led by one hundred 
dock laborers who had been turned out 
of a lodging house to make room for 
Belgian refugees. The men gathered 
in a German saloon and smashed the 
windows and the bar. The dockers 
charged the saloon owner with having 
started a report that two British bat- 
tleships had been destroyed. The shop 
of a German butcher, in the window 
of which a picture of Emperor Wil- 
liam was displayed, was wrecked, 

The rioting proceeded for a mile be- 
fore it was stopped by soldiers. The 
shopkeepers all lived above their busi- 
ness places and their apartments were 
sacked.

GERMANS FAIL 
TO CROSS VISTULA. 


London, October 19.—2:41 a. m.)— 
A Petrograd dispatch to The Daily 
Telegraph says: 

" the Austro-German attempts to 
force the passage of the Vistula have 
thus far failed and the enemy have 
been compelled . everywhere to as- 
sume the defensive. Thay appear, 
however, to have retired in good or- 
der and are likely to make a stub- 
born figure in prepared positions be- 
fore allowing themselves to be driven 
off Russian soil. 

“With an enormous mass of artil- 
lery the Germans kept up a terrific 
bombardment which ceased neither 
day nor night. Under cover of this 
numerous attempts were made the 
l3th and 14th to throw chains of pon- 
toons across the river. According to 
one report, bridging detachments were 
working at no less than eighteen dif- 
ferent points. They were everywhere 
repulsed and large quantities of 
bridging material were destroyed.” 


|'GERMANS ASK REFUGEES 


TO RETURN TO BELGIUM 


The Hague, Octoer 18.—(Via London.) 
Burgomasters in the leading Dutch 
towns have issued proclamations an- 
nouncing that the German government 
has granted permission for all Belgian 
refugees to return to their homes. The 
only reservation is that men liable for 
military service will be considered 
prisoners of war ‘if they return. 

The Dutch burgomasters urge the 
Dutch to permit the Belgian refugees 
to return home as quickly as possi- 
ble. Train service between Roosendaal 
and Antwerp has been resumed. 

The German delegation at. The 
Hague has*sent a communication to the 
Dutch press saying in effect that Ger- 
many had taken measures in August to 
spare Belgiumafamine by asking Hol- 
land to allow the transportation of 


| foodstuffs into Belgium over the Maas. 


the understanding being that the food- 
stuffs were intended for Belgium only. 

The Dutch government, while sym- 
pathizing with the request on humane 
grounds, was wise to consider it, as 
the export of foodstuffs into Belgium 
was objected to by Great Britain and 
France on the ground that it was Ger- 
many’s duty to see that the countries 
occupied by her army did not suffer 
from famine. If Holland helped in that 
respect it would be an infringement of 
neutrality.

Gen. French Reports on Op- 
erations From Aug. 28 to 
Oct. 8—Enormous Losses 
Inflicted on Germans. 


London, October 18.—In two long re- 
ports made public here today 
‘Marshal Sir John French, commander- 
in-chief of British armies on the con- 
tinent, recounts with considerable de- 
tail the fighting in which the Pritish 
expeditionary force was engaged dur- 
ing the month ending September 2S. 

This fighting included the retirement 
from Mons southward to the Seine, and 
the advance, after a most vigorous of- 
fensive on the part of the allies, back 
to the river Aisne, and the first stage 
of the desperate encounters along the

(September 12) has so tar forced 
the enemy back from “his first po- 
wition, secured passage of the river 
and inflicted great loss upon him, in- 
cluding the capture of over 2,000 pris- 
oners and several guns.’ 

The dispatch gives the details of the 
retreat on August 28 and 29. (Gen- 
erals Gough and Chetwode, with the 
Third and Fifth cavalry brigades, cov- 
ered the retreat, repulsing the Ger- 
mans with great 108s. 

Vigorous Pursuit by Germans, 

“The pursuit by the enemy,” con- 
tinues the report, “was very vigorous. 
Some five or German corps were 
on the Somme facing the Fifth army:

Rattle of Aixne Begins 

“The Fifth division approached Mis- 
sy. but were unable to make headway. 
The first army corps reached the neigh

opposition. In this manner the battle 
of the Aisne commenced. 

“The Aisne valley runs generally 
east and west and consists of a flat- 
bottomed depression varying from half 
to two miles wide, down which the 
river follows a winding course. To 
the west is high ground. Both sides 
of the river are approximately four 
hundred feet above the valley, broken 
into spurs. The most prominent slopes 
and plateaus overlooking the Aisne, 
of varying steepness, are covered with 
patches of wood which extend on to 
the high ground. Several small vil- 
lages and towns are dotted about, chief 
of which is Soissons. 

“The Aisne is a sluggish stream, 170 
feet wide and 15 feet deep in the center, 
and is unfordable. Between Soissons 
on the west and Villiers on the east 
part of the river attacked and secured 
by the British forces, are eleven road 
Pbridges. One narrow gauge and a dou- 
ble line railway run near the -river. 

“The position of the enemy was very 
strong either for delaying action or 
for a defensive battle. One of the chief 
military characteristics is that, 
for small stretches on the top 
plateau, either side cannot 
owing to the woods on the edges of the 
slopes. The tract of country 
described is well adapted for conceal- 
ment. The enemy so skillfully turned 
this to account that it made it impossi-

“On that morning |! ordered the 
tritish forces to advance and make 
good the Aisne.

A pontoon brige was 
constructed by 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon.

“In the approach to Missy, where the 
Fifth division eventually crossed, there 
is some open ground which was swept 
by artillery fire from the _ opposite 
bank. The Thirteenth brigade, there- 
fore, was unable to advance, but the 
Fourteenth, directed to a less exposed 
point, was rafted over and at night 
established itself on the left of St. 
Marguerite, where later, with the Fif- 
teenth brigade, supported by the 
Fourth division on their left, it suc- 
ceeded in repelling heavy counter at- 
tacks on the Third corps. 

Found Germans in Strength. 

“On the morning of the 13th the 
Third corps found the enemy establish- 
ed in strength on Vregny plateau. The 
Twelfth infantry crossed at Venizel, 
but the bridge was so damaged that 
the artillery could only be man-handled 
across it. Meanwhile the construc- 
tion of a bridge began close to the road 
bridge at Venizel.

“As the enemy was able to_bring 
a flank fire on it, the Fifth division 
was unable to maintain its position 
and had to retire back to the river 
east of Missy, where with great skill 
and tenacity Major General’ Sir 
Charles Fergusson maintained his po- 
sition throughout the whole battle, 
although his trenches were on lower 
ground than those of the enemy on a 
plateau only four hundred yangs 
away. 

“General Hamilton, with the Third 
division, attacked vigorously and re- 
gained the ground lost on the\14th. 

“I was compelled to chan my 
plans when I learned that the further 
advance of the First corps would have 
dangerously exposed my right flank, 
and further, I learned from the French 
commander-in-chief that he was 
strongly reinforcing the Sixth French 
on my left.

“Thus it became essential to es- 
tablish some system of relief i the 
trenches and I have used thé in- 
fantry of the Sixth division with good 
results for this purpose. On the even- 
ing of the 19th, the enemy ‘again be- 
gan to show activity. Aftew dark the 
enemy continued Wis attack on the 
second division only to be again driven 
back. Our losses in these two days 
were considerable, but the enemy’s, 
as obtained, vastly exceeded them. 

“On the night of the 21st another vio- 
lent counter attack was repulsed by 
the Third division, the enemy losing 
heavily. On the 23d four 6-inch 
howitzer batteries, which [I had asked 


to be sent from home, arrived. Two 
batteries were handed over to the Sec- 
ond corps and two to the First corps. 
They were brought into action on the 
24th with very good results. 

Out experiences in this campaign 
seem to point to the employment of 
‘more heavy guns of larger caliber in 
great battles which last several days, 
during which time powersis entrench- 
ing work on-both sides can be carried 
out. These batteries were used with 
considerable effect on the 24th and fol- 
lowing days. 


Germans Beceme Very Active. 


“On the 23d the action of General de 
Castelhnau’s army on the allied left 
developed considerably and apparently 
withdrew considerable forces of the en- 
emy from the center and the east. I 
am not aware whether it was due to 
this cause or not, but until the 26th it 
appeared as though the enemy’s oppo- 
sition in our front was weakening. On 
that day, however, a very marked re- 
newal of activity commenced. A con- 
stant and vigoreus artillery bombard- 
ment Was maintained all day, and the 
Germans in front of the First division 
were observed to be sapping up to our 
lines and trying to establish new 
trenches. 

“Renewed counter-attacks were de- 
livered and beaten off during the course 
of the day, and in the afternoon a well- 
timed attack by the First division 
stopped the enemy’s entrenching work. 

“During the night of the 27th and 
28th the enemy again made the most 
determined attempts to capture the 
trenches of the First division, but with- 
out the slightest success. Similar at- 
tacks were reported during those three 
days all along the lines.of the all ed 
front, and it is cértain that the enemy 
then made one last great effort to es- 
tablish ascendancy: He, however, was 
unsuccessful everywhere, and is re- 
ported to have suffered heavy losses., 

“The same futile attempts were made 
all along our front up to the evening 
of the 28th, when they died away and 
have not since been renewed. 

“On former occasions I have brought 
to your lordship’s notice the .valuab'e 
services performed during this cam- 
paign by the Royal artillery. Through- 
out the battle of the Aisne they have 
didsplayed the same skill, endurance 
and tenacity, and I deeply appreciate 
the work they have done. 

“Sir David Henderson and the Royal 
Flying corps under his command have 
again proved their incalculable value. 
Great strides have been made in the 
dévelopment of the use of air craft in 
the tactical sphere by establishing ef- 
fective communication between the air 
craft and the units in action.

London, October 18.—An official re- 
port by General French, commanding 
the British expeditionary force, gives 
the total of British killed, wounded 
and missing from September 12 to Oc- 
tober 8 as 561 officers and 12,980 men. 

The war office tonight issued another 
casualty list received from headquar- 
ters under date of Séptember 16.—It 
gives fiftv-one non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men as having been killed, 
149 men wounded and 555 men miss- 
ing. 

Those of the killed belonged entirely 
to the Royal Scots, the Royal Irish and 
the Bast Surrey regiments. The East 
Surreys, the King’s Own Scottish Bor- 
derers and the Somerset Light Infan- 
try figure largely in the missing list. 

Of commissioned officers the list 
gives four killed and five wounded.

Paris, October 18.—A Havas agency 
dispatch from Athens says great dam-| 
age was done’ by yesterday’s earth- 
quake. The villages of Kaparelli and 
Pyri, near Thebes, were degtroyed. The 
Grecian province of Boeotia suffered 
most, twenty distinct shocks being felt. 
The number of casualties is not known. 
Provisions and tents are being hurried 
for the homeless. 

In Athens the movements were felt 
for twenty seconds. Several houses 
were wrecked. 

Another dispatch from Athens says 
that all the houses in Thebes were 
ruined. The railway stations on the 
Larisca line suffered much and a good 
deal of damage was done at Piraeus.

Shocks were 
felt in the Peloponnesius, Cyrclades, 
Euboea and the Ionian islands.

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ATLANTA’S PLAYGROUNDS. 


Atlanta’s recreation system should be 
made just as extensive and comprehensive 
as it is possible for the city to make it. 
More playgrounds, better playgrounds and, 
whefever possible, more permanent parks 
should be a well established city policy. 

A special committee composed of several 
leading Atlantans was appointed at a recent 
mass meeting of citizens,to go before coun- 
cil in January to ask for an appropriation 
which will provide for the operation of play- 
grounds in every section of the city, not 
only in summer but during the entire twelve 
months. It is the hope of the park commis- 
sion and its associates in this work to extend 
the playground system so that it will take 
in every section of the city; to use both the 
parks and the public schools; 
summer and winter and on occasions at 
night, lighting them up; finally, to have

Patent Laws Are in the Way 
Of Making Our Own Dyestuffs 


Editor Constitution: In your valuable pa- 


per some time ago there appeared an edi-- 


torial upon the need of dyestuffs for chemi- 
cal industries and the opportunities for 
American chemists. A review of the unparal- 
leled situation was made in The New York 
Commercial from the chemists’ standpoint. 

These dyestuffs were not made in a day, 
but through years of experimentation and 
by large outlays of capital. Duplicate them, 
we cannot; for they are patented in the 
United States as well as in Germany. To so 
change them so as not to infringe upon ex- 
isting patent rights would reyguire time, ex- 
perimentation, and capital. This plan has 
been boldly proposed to the laboratories. of 
the United States government Owing to our 
neutral attitude this is a delicate matter to 
handle. We cannot seize them as a bellig- 
erent. So we stand helpless in the face of 
great need. To relieve the situation and en- 
able the wheels of industry to turn would 
greatly help the producing classes all over 
the country. Our stand with the nations of 
earth as a manufacturing center is at stake 
The doors of the South American republics 
are open to us. All told, the field is promis- 
ing for textile products. 

Judge Taft delivered to the 
chemists in Washington a few 
most enlightening address upon 
laws and their administration. His wise sug 
gestions, if heeded, would have solved the 
difficulties now before us, and we would be 
enjoying the fruits of our labors. It is a 
noteworthy fact that the small investor and 
inventor stand but little showing in the 
face of the great opposition offered by large 
business interests to the success of his patent 
or patents. The mesh of technicalities is 
not understood, and the legal processes are 
both tedious and expensive That ease with 
which a patent is granted and protected in 
Germany does not hold good with America. 
If a’ diplomatic arrangement could be per- 
fected whereby the foreign patentees could 
be guaranteed their royalties and the 
stuffs and other important and needed 
chemicals could be made in this country, 
that would greativ relieve a strained situ- 
ation. Possibly it could be done by govern- 
ment chemists, acting as trustees of the 
funds and executors of the sa¢red trust. It 
would be an act of friendship by a friendly 
power and would advance the prosperity of a 
great people and conserve the labors of the 
earth's greatest scientists

Got His Stamps Back.

John A. Klemann, president of the assau 
Stamp company, 118 Nassau street, said ves- 
terday that he had just regained possession 
of his rare collection of confederate stamps. 
Valued at $5,000, which he sent in July last 
by the German steamship Kronprinzessin 
Cecilie to be shown at the Cassel (Germany) 
Philatelic exhibition. It will be remembered 
that the Cecelie wound up in Bar harbor 

Mr.,Klemann’'s collection consists of con- 
federate state issues, used and unused. on 
and off envelopes. It is believed to contain 
the finest collection of entire sheets of these 
stamps in existence, including a complete 
sheet of 200 of the first 5-cent green issue 
and a complete set of 100 of the.10-cent blue 
issue. 

Although the ship returned to this coun- 
try without making a stop at any port, Mr. 
Klemann’s collection was held up because 
it was claimed by the United States author- 
ities that as the Cecilie had sailed into for- 
eign seas she had virtually made a trip and 
return. The collection, therefore, had to un- 
dergo an inspection by the customs officers 
before it was allowed to go back ’to Mr. 
Klemann. 

J. M. Bartels, who went to Europe as the 
representative of American stamp exhibit- 
ors at Cassel, said: “The Cassel exhibition 
had to be postponed, but the energetic sec- 
retary, F. Genth, wrote me August 30 that 
it has not been called off etirely, but will be 
held as soon as a peaceable condition of the 
country will permit.”

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Why Japan Is Now 


at War 


Explained by a Japanese 
Working tor the Governor 


Louig Kinjiro Sato, a Japanese butler 
in the home of Governor Slaton, has 
prepared for publication an explana- 
tion of Japan’s part in the European 
war, hoping to make clear his coun- 
try’s reasons for entering the war and 
thus prevent her actions from being 
misunderstood by the American people. 
Sato was for three years a student in 
Columbia university, and is the author 
of several books dealing with political 
conditions in Japan and her relations 
with other nations. He has given the 
present war situation a great deal of 
study. His statement follows: 

“The most significant thing 
Japan’s campaign against the German 
possession of Kiao-Chow is that the lit- 
tle ishanders have been walking too 
fast on the path of western civiliza- 
tion. Had they been in the age when 
Bushido, the way of the warrior, was 
in flower, they would not have attacked 
the kaiser when his hands were full 
taking care of his rebellious neighbors. 

“The truth is the docile Japanese, 
tutored by westerners, has been so 
completely Occidentalized that he is 
adopting western methods of combat- 
ing opponents. 

Rob Japan of Spoils. 

“The Chino-Japanese war of 1595 
ended in Japan’s victory, but the vic- 
tory was not won without an enormous 
sacrifice. The mikado had lost almost 
a hundred thoesand fighters killed and 
wounded, whilé his war chest became 
almost empty. Knowing that the 
mikado was in no position to reoocupy 
the arena, the kaiser, hand in hand 
with the czar, arrogantly stepped for- 
ward and bullied the mikado out ol 
the Liao-Tung peninsula, secured by 
Japan as one of the spoils of war. _ 

“The kaiser told the czar that Russia 
might add the Liao-Tung peninsula to 
her own map if she would connive at 
the German occupation of Kiao-Chow. 

“The sagacious mikado knew all 
about it, and he almost made up his 
mind to accept the Kaiser's challenge, 
then and there, like a man. But with 
his sword broken and his armor torn 
in the war, he knew he was no match 
for the brawny Kaiser clad in shining 
steel accoutrements, and meekly the 
mikado moved on ‘to dodge the mailed

“In ordering the kaiser to withdraw 
from Kiao-Chow at this time of all 
times, the mikado is simply practicing 
the lesson which the German war lord 
was good enough to teach him twenty 
years ago. The moral of it all is that 
no two nations can remain friendl) 
when neither scruples to assume a bul- 
lying attitude toward the other. The 
kaiser’s plight in the Orient today is 
merely a harvest of his own sowing. 

“It is, however, fair to add that 
Japan would not have mobilized her 
forces against Germany had not Eng- 
land asked her to act, and act promptly. 
If y will read the Anglo-Japanese 

of alliance carefully you will 
that whenever either high con- 
tracting party may be attacked by a 
third power the other high contracting 


/party is required to come to its assist- 


ance in the regions of the Far Hast. 
The treaty does not say ‘aggressive ac- 
tion whenever arising.’ The state of 
affairs described in the treaty had cer- 
tainly come into existence before Eng- 
land asked for Japan’s aid, and could 
not shirk the responsibilities put upon 
her shoulders by the treaty. 
Peace-Loving Nation. 

“In the days when Christian nations 
of Europe are battling against one 
another, all announcing a special part- 
nership with Almighty God, and with 
the Prince of Peace, it may be ut- 
terly useless for me to tell you that 
the Japanese are a peace-loving peo- 
ple, yet the fact is remarkable that 
under the Shogunate regime Japan 
enjoyed two hundred and fifty years 
of Arcadian peace. 

‘To this record 
is to be found in 


a single parallel 
the history of the 
world. Rejuvenated by the impact of 
foreign cannon balls, she fought two 
great wars, as all young nations must 
fight in order to protect themselves 
against the encroachments of older, 
stronger neighbors. Japan's wars 
against China and Russia were wars 
of self-defense; of this the verdict of 
history has already been given. 

“In the present campaign against 
Germany, Japan certainly entertains no 
territorial ambition. On the other hand, 
she is anxious to drive Germany from 
Chinese soil and thus assist in the 
restoration and maintenance of the 
territorial integrity of China, for she 
thinks that her own safety and inde- 
pendence can be ‘best secured by Keep- 
ing Chinese territorv intact, thus mak- 
ing the eighteen provinces a sort of 
buffer states. It is a cold, selfish propo- 
sition, and Japan has no intention to 
pose before the world as China’s bene- 
factor. 

“At the same time, China ought to 
see that the Japanese, though not actu- 
ated by altruistic motives, are uncon- 
sciously working for her benefit. She 
ought to see that her position can be 
strengthened only by co-operat- 
ing with her island neighbor across the 
China set. It is not unnatural that 
China still suspects Japan’s intention 
because the latter nation is still forti- 
fied at Port Arthur. Yet China ought 
to realize that the Japanese are obliged 
to remain at Port Arthur simplv be- 
cause Russia is intrenched in North 
Manchuria. Of 364,000 square miles of 
Manchuria at least 300,000 square miles 
are in all respects but name a Russian 
territory. If Russia can be persuaded 
to withdraw from Manchuria Japan 
would be but too glad to evacuate 
Port Arthur. 

Expensive to Japan. 

“That strategic point, Port Arthur, is 
costing the Japanese government more 
than 3,000,000 yen every year, for which 
Japan is receiving no return It is 
because Japan does not want to main- 
tain such costly means of self-defense 
that she upholds the territorial integri- 
tv of China, thus hoping to prevent 
such aggressive powers as Russia and 
Germany from becoming her next-door 
neighbors.

“It is well to remember that the Ger- 
man occupation of Kiao-Chow in 1897 
set a bad example for other European 
powers to follow. In the wake of it 
Russia occupied Port Arthur, England 
Wei-Hai-Wei and France Kwang-Chow 
bay. The world knows that the pre- 
text on which German seized Kiau- 
Chow was of the slightest nature. In 
name Kiao-Chow isa leased territory, 
but in reality the kaiser had no thought 
of, returning it to China at the expira- 
tion of 99 years. The well-known 
German writer, Dr. Paul Rohrback, 
formerly imperial commissioner of Ger- 
man Southwest Africa, is frank enough 
toadmit thisin his book, ‘Die Deutsch- 
en Kononien.’ The Kiao-Chow ar- 
rangement,’ he says, ‘was looked upon 
in the light of a lease for ninety-nine 
years only to appease the sensibilities 
of the Chinese government.’ 

The First Wedge. 

“Yes, the German occupation of Kiao- 
Chow was the first wedge driven 
into the decaying structure of the erst- 
while Celestial empire. True, England 
had secured Hong-Kong in 1841. But 
England secured that island as the 
spoil of war, while’ Germany had no 
excuse for seizing Kiao-Chow, except 
that she wanted it anyway. I have no 
desire to defend Sngland’s opium 
trade in China, but the opium war 
of 1840 wag mainly the outcome of 
China’s ridiculous assumption of su- 
periority and her flat refusal to en- 
ter into negotiations with inferior, un- 
civilized England. President John 
Quincy Adams was sagacious enough 
to see the situation in the true light 
when he declared that the real cause of 
the opium war was not opium, but 
by a ‘pen,’ i, e, an insolent assump- 
tion of superiority on the part of 
(china. 

“It is amusing to see the American 
press indulging in all manner of alle- 
gations with regard to Japan’s mo- 
tives in entering into the war. To the 
Japanese her motives are as simple as 
they are clear. First and foremost, 
she wants the world to know that 
no strong nation has the right to bully 
a weak little nati@n, as Germany bul- 
lied Japan twenty years ago. Second, 
she wishes the world to know that 
when she makes a treaty with a for- 
eign nation she means to be faithful 
to its letter and spirit under all cir- 
cumstances, and third, the complete 
restoration of China’s territorial integ- 
rity.

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FINANCIERS PREPARE 


FOR A PROLONGED WAR 


Measures for Coping With the 
Situation Make Steady 
Progress in New York. 


New York, October 18.—War news 
this week was regarded in many quar- 
ters of the financial district as making 
for a prolongation of the conflict and 
the consequent disturbance of the 
world’s finances. Measures for coping 
with the situation, however, made 
steady progress. 

The call on subscribers to the $100,- 
000,000 gold pool for a 25 per cent pay- 
ment increased the foreign exchange 
resources of the pool committee, but 
the sustained strength of rates reveal- 
ed the extent of the requirements to 
be met. Domestic money conditions im- 
proved further, rates for mercantile 
paper receding to 6 per cent, and call 
loans in Wall street to 7 per cent and 
under. Promise of the early operation 
of the federal reserve system had its 
influence in this connection. ' 

Projects for the relief of cotton hold- 
ers, both among bankers and legisla- 
tors, were watchfully scrutinized. Un- 
stable cash prices for cotton restricted 
buying, but the census figures of the 
September domestic consumption gave 
satisfaction and cotton exchange bills 
against exports were in larger supply 
at this center. 

Large food exports continued, and 
while export orders for steel showed 
moderate expansion, domestic buying 
shrank. The Lackawanna Steel com- 
pany’s third quarter earnings were an 
unpromising harbinger of the forth- 
coming report of the United States Steel 
corporation. Reduction of output and 
further shading of copper prices were 
reported, and the drastic reduction of 
the Amalgamated Copper dividend was 
accepted as a logical result of condi- 
tions in that industry. Railroad gross 
earnings and traffic returns showed 
sharp shrinkage. 

The field of permitted dealings in se- 
curities was slightly enlarged but under 
careful restrictions. Capital operations 
are at present limited almost entirely 
to the refunding of maturing obliga- 
tions at higher interest rates. 

A further reduction in the cash reserve 
deficit was the notable feature of the 
weekly bank statement, that item now 
standing at less than $1,000,000 against 
a depletion of $48,000,000 recorded the 
middle of August. The week’s cash 
gain of a little more than $6,000,000 
was considerably under most estimates. 
In its main essentials, however, the 
statement was the most favorable re- 
ported by local clearing house institu- 
tions since the issuance of loan certifi- 
cates and emergency currency.

Georgia farmers fight grass 249 days 
in the year and Georgians buy baled 
Brass from the west 265 days in the 
year. Georgia has an average of 249 
growing days in which to produce her 
Own hay, while the west has an aver- 
age of but 165 growing days; yet the 
people of Georgia go right on sending 
west an average of at least $20,000,000 
Per year for hay that might be raised 
in Georgia to the benefit of our entire 

population. 

The average 
tween the last frost of spring and the 
first frost of autumn varies from 200 
days for the mountains of extreme 
northeast Georgia to 280 days on the 
border line of Florida. It is a vis- 
ualization of the nine climate zones 
with which this state is blessed, which 
should enable it to.raise a greater 
variety of products than any state 
in America, and should make it un- 
necessary for Georgia to send money 
away for any products of the soil or 
manufactures of a temperate clime.

Washington, October 18.—Hoping to 
stop fighting at Naco on the border, 
the national convention at Aguas Cal- 
ientes. Mexico, has sent a commission 
confer witn Governor Maytorena 
and General Hill, commanders of the 
opposing forces, according to advices 
tonight to the state department. 

While awaiting the arrival of the 
Zapata delegates before deciding on the 
personnel of the new provisional gov- 
ernment, the convention observes with 
considerable concern the activity of the 
Maytorena torces in its attack on _ the 
‘arranza garrison commanded by Gen- 
eral Hill. Maytorena, who it was sup- 
posed adhered to Villa's cause, was or- 
dered to suspend operations by Villa 
and the Carranza garrison was inform- 
ed of the arrangement of an armistice. 

Maytorena disregarded both Villa’s 
orders and the armistice. In subse- 
quent fighting four American troopers 
have been shot, two of them, it is re- 
ported, fatally. Several civilians on the 
American side have been injured by 
stray bullets. 

As the national convention at Agua 
Calientes has declared itself sovereign 
in Mexico, its orders are intended to be 
final. Should Maytorena continue to at- 
tack Hill’s forces, irrespective of the 
orders of the convention, it is supposed 
here, the delegates wil] appeal to Villa 
to quell the disturbance. 


TERRIBLE SERVIAN FIRE 
ROUTED THE AUSTRIANS

Bodies of Dead Soldiers Float- 
ing Down the Drina—Many 
Austrians Captured. 


Paris. October 18.—A Havas agency 

“The Austrians again have been de- 
feated in Servian territory near the 
Drina. They attacked the Servian right 
with infantry and artillery on Mount 
Goutchevo, but were met by a terrible 
fire and retired. They came back three 
times. Finally the Austrian infantry 
was in part annihilated and the re- 
mainder put to rout. 

‘A column of their infantry in the 
ravines of tha Save river fell under a 
cross fire from the Servian artillery 
and perished. At the same time the 
Servians, taking the offensive to the 
north, threw the enemy back on the 
Drina. Many were drowned and six 
aundred taken prisoners.”

Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
At Sunday’s Mass Meeting 


“There is only one problem confront- 
ing America today,” Right Rey. C. E. 
Woodcock, bishop of Kentucky, told 
2,500 people Sunday afternoon atthe

lem yourselves, and you yourselves 
are your only opponent of evil.” ; 

The occasion was the final, big pub- 
lic mass meeting of the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew convention of the Epis- 
copal church, which has been in ses- 
sion in Atlanta: for several days. 

Rey. John Henry Hopkins, D.D., rec- 
tor of the Church of the Redeemer, 
Chicago, Ill., delivered a brilliant ad- 
dress on the same subject. 

Bishop Woodstock’s Speech. 

Bishop Woodcock’s spéech, in 
follows: 

“American ideals 
ized: in Christ, and 
not be ashamed of 
The subject should 
the Republic,’ or ‘Christ, or the Re- 
public,’ as some might seem to think, 
but ‘No Christ—No Republic.’ The 
nation without Christ would experience 
a reversion to a type similar to that 
of man without a God. 

“Some will think the problems of to- 
day are the ones of drink, divorces, cap- 
ital and labor, reconciliation of science 
and religion. But these do not consti- 
tute the vital.problem of our nation. 
You men and women are that problem 
yourselves, and your only problem is 
to translate your individual characters 
into Christian faith, a national Chris- 
tian character, and national Christian 
ideals. If you can’t do this, apologize 
for calling yourselves Christians. 

“The individual is not a lone unit 
of the national census, but a living, 
breathing part of the national charaéc- 
ter and the nation’s destiny.

Dr. Hopkins’ address was brilliant, 
eloquent and sympathetic, and rivalled 
that of Bishop Woodcock’s in its re- 
ception. He spoke in part as follolsw: 

“The theme I am asked to discuss is 
too great. It would tax the brilliancy 
of all the Henry Gradys of history.” 

‘The problem of .America is the 
problem of replacing the worship of 
Mammon by worship of God. At pres- 
ent God and Mammon are engaged in 
a hand-to-hand fight for-the sway of 
this republic. It must be admitted that 
large numbers of people are worship- 
ping Mammon.’ 

“Never before has there been such 
seductive and elusive temptations to 
follow Mammon. he accumulation of 
wealth and wordly possessions, and the 
enjoyment of same, is being valued 
above par by the men and women of 
this country, and keeping them from 
worshipping Christ.” 

“Seek ye first the Kingdom of God!” 

“Discount the value of your wordly 
possessions and turn toward God. This 
is: the first message of Christianity. 
Every Christian who betrays Christ 
for Mammon is a traitor of the black- 
est dye.” :

Convention at Close. 

The convention of the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew closed last night with serv- 
ices at St. Philip’s cathedral, when W. 
R. Stearly, rector of St. Luke’s, of Mont- 
clair, N. J., spoke upon. “Witness- 
Bearing for Christ,.”’ and summed up 
what the convention should mean’ and 
how it should help those who attend- 
ed it. 

He divided his discourse upon wit- 
ness-bearing into three general heads: 

Its significance, its imitations and its 
quality. 

Dr. Stearly declared that the most 
significant power in bringing people 
into the seca of Christ’ is per- 
sonal influence. his element, he be- 
lieves, can do more than institutions, 
educations and environments,: or any 
other influence. 

He stated, however, under the subject 
of Iimitation, that the effect of one’s 
witness-bearing is limited, since no one 
can compel another to accept Christ, 
wherefore one should not be discour- 
aged at failures. In the final analysis, 
he said, each one its responsible for 
himself alone unto God. 

The quality of one’s witness-bearing 
should have the three essentials of dis- 
tinctiveness, impressiveness and at- 
tractiveness, he said.
